FREE DAY FEVER 

Influenced no doubt by the enthusiastic campaign- 
ing of a few to abolish the last free day and thereby 
increase the Thanksgiving recess, Student Council mem- 
bers met hurriedly and tendered recently the follow- 
ing consideration to the faculty: 

1. that classes be held Wednesday, Oct. 12, Col- 
umbus Day, a scheduled free day, and, 

2. that classes of Wednesday, Nov. 23, originally 
the last day prior to the Thanksgiving recess, be with- 
drawn; 

3. finally, that students may leave the campus 
after their last scheduled class of Tuesday, Nov. 22, for 
the recess. 

Quite properly the suggestion was rejected. Such 
a move to abolish Columbus Day from the list of “no 
class” days if passed would have hampered the Raleigh 
Club considerably in performing the finale of initiation 
ceremonies. Secondly, a one-day relief from the grind 
every two or three fortnights is invaluable as a stimu- 
lant to those in the “stiff course” classification. Fur- 
thermore, we can dispel the doubts of the bigoted as 
to our American patriotism by a true observation of 
Oct. 12. Finally, if* the faculty would haye conceded to 
the request now “ they would be laying themselves open 
to future suggestions of a similar nature concerning 
Holy Days later on. 

And so goes on the side behind the news. Our 
faculty had at least four more good reasons in addition 
to those mentioned above; reasons that would convince 
the most belligerent propounder of Free Day Fever if 
put to him directly. 

In Collegeville, parenthetically, school heads do not 
recognize a mass movement directly from the students 
such as a signed petition ; they deal solely with the 
Student Councilers whose business it is to determine the 
praiseworthiness of an action before tendering it to the

IN THE 
LIBRARY

order to facilitate research 
in early American periodical liter- 
ature from 1802 to 1881, the 
library has purchased seven vol- 
umes, Poole’s Index to Periodical 
Literature, that provide a key to 
the early magazine articles. 
Through these volumes one is 
able to trace very easily jany 
article that has appeared in num- 
erous magazines edited during this 
period. The -Readers Guide suc- 
ceeds this reference system from 
1903 to date. 

The St. Joseph’s library is 
proud to say that it has on its 
shelves many completely bound 
volumes of magazines dating 
back from almost a 100 years ago 
to the present day. 

The Harper^ Monthly is a com- 
plete set of bound, indexed, maga- 
zines from I860 to 1938. A few 
others are The Atlantic Monthly, 
1858; The Catholic World, 1865; 
Living Age, 1884; The Century, 
1870; The Catholic Quarterly, 
1876; The Nation, 1854; and 
Scribners’ Magazine, 1887.
